January-December 

■ January 21 - The foundation of Oriel College, the 
University of Oxfo rd's fifth oldest (still surviving) college, is 
confirmed by royal charter. 

■ Febr uary 10-March 11 - Raid on Bra ndenbu rg: Allied 
forces of the Kingdom of Poland , led by Wladyslaw I the 
Elbow -high, and of the Grand Duchy of Lithuania , led by 
the pagan Ge diminas , raid Louis V of Germany 's 
Margrav iate of Brandenburg (within the Holy Ro man 
Empire), with the sanction of Pope John XXII. 

■ April 19 - A peace treaty in the Flemish peasant revolt, 
1323-1328, is ratified. 

■ June 3 - The Treaty of Novgorod delineates the border 
between Russia and Norway in Finnmark. 

■ August 27 - A marriage contract is drawn up between 
Prince Edward (the future Edward III of England) and 
Philippa of Hainault, guaranteeing that the wedding will 
take place within two years.^ 

■ September 24 - England is invaded by Isabella of France 
and Roger Mortimer.^ 

■ October - Ibn Battuta reaches Mecca.
